Here arc some things everybody 
xnows; 

1. That uiUlionB of people who 
must occupy and use the earth, 
and in order to use the earth most 
uae the great machines with which 
to use the earth, do not own cither 
the earth or the machines wHh 
which to use the earth. Y’ou know 
that, don’t you? 

2. That the few who do own 
the earth and the machines with 
which to uae the earth, will not let 
the rest of us uae the eartl- or the 
machinea unless they fix tbe 
toma, oh which we use them, 
uv* whM they fix the terms, 
the terms are sudi that the many 
are doomed to poverty and the few 
are made rich, idle useicaa. 

If you do not see that, you know 
this is true; don’t try to talk about 
it. There will be no use in reading 
about it. Just tit still and think 
about it. You will soon see that yon 
do know it, and that you have al¬ 
ways Kcown it. Vl^atever your 


wages, your salary, or your in« 
come may be, if you earn it, aftefi 
you have paid the Food Trust, the 
Sugar Trust and the other week’s 
expensea, you are then without 
means, pending the next pay day. 

Most of the wealth created by 
your labor, your wages could not 
buy at all. You get so little when 
you sell your labor, in a market 
where the sellers are many and thd 
buyers few, and you pay so much 
when you buy food and shelter in’ 
a market where tho buyers aro 
many and the sellers a private 
monopoly, fixing the prices for all 
other sellers, and for all buyers, 
you along with the rest, that you 
are always poor. What the work¬ 
ers produce and can buy back with' 
their wages keeps them alive, but 
it keeps them poor. What tho 
workers produce more than their 
wages will buy, the owners of the 
private monopolies get. That is 
what makes the useful people 
poor, and the useless people rich. 
Don’t you know that this is true? 

Why, then, does this needless 
poverty exist? It is because of 
land monopoly, mining monopoly, 
manufacturing monopoly, market 
monopoly. It is because the few 
privately own what ell must to 
gether use; that is; the earth, and 
the machinery with which to use 
the earth. That is what is called 
capitalism. 

What is the remedy? 

It s very simple. Make every 
privately owned monopoly a pub¬ 
lic owned monopoly instead. Then 
all those things which all the peo¬ 
ple use together, all the people, 
acting through their government 
will own together. Then, because 
there would be no one to p-i "tely 
profit at the loss of others, the 
wages, the salaries, incomes must 
rise and the cost of living must fall 
until the useful people, who pro¬ 
duce all the wealth, will be able to 
bay and enjoy the use of all the 
wealth they themselves produce. 
That would male an end of pover¬ 
ty to ail useful -jeople, and it would 
make an end of private fortunes in 
the hand* of those who never 
earned them.

INVENTION OF TYPEWHTIER BROUGHT POVERTY 


MllwMkM ham tha honor of torlnK 
boen ike hont of an tneeator whooe 
work pruetioullr rovolulkmiiod the 
entire oommerclal world, euuei&k mm 
file Mounulutlon of mlllioBe. In 
wbl^ howerer, he new elikred. In 
return for hie eenlue and the grent 
flR he conferred on mnaJetnd he euf- 
fered wont end Uek of roeoentOon on 
the pert of the pubito.

The Inreatlon referred to la that of 
the tjp enrtdn/g mechlne, or, ee It le 
uMellr eeUML the typewriter. Eranr 
echool child In Mliweuhee la cere- 
fully teofht who Inrented the cotton 
but the nemv of C. Lethem Sholea 
who fere the world the typewriter, 
will eonnd etrence In their een.- when 
they reed thiae llnte- Sbolee le deed, 
end the men who roedr the petteme 
for hie ereet Inrention, MeUhlee 
Bchwelbech, end who tbue In meny 
weya helped him in working out the 
problem, la now old end Infirm. The 
work bf perfectlDf the Invention wee 
carried on In e email two-etory brick

the river, on Commerce etreet, e ebop 
operated by e»-Conyreerip%n end ex- 
Aldermen Henrv Bmtth. The flret rude 
maohlne afterward eventuated into 
the Remington typewrtUr. but no 
Remington had any hand In its In¬ 
vention. 

An Inventlre Genius 

Before lurentlnc the typewriter. Mr. 
Sholec conceived the Idea of a me- 
chtne thc.t would automat.'calty print 
the onmbere on the paxca of blank 
books serially, or on bank notee. It 
was a contrlvaace of wheels, which 
changed procreeslvely In printing the; 
units, tens, hundreds and so on. When j 
he bad perfected the numbering ma- j 
chine, the Idea of a machine thal| 
would print letters naturally euegeet-; 
ed itself and he eet to work. This 
was tn 49$T. 

Bholes made bts Ideas elsar. So 
Sohwalbaeh. Schwalbach had been 
making his patterns for him, and they 
soon became Immersed In the work; 
and devoted eveninga Mtd Bundle to 
It In the face of all aorts vf oppoei-; 
Don. 

Both were rich In Ideas but poor tn' 
purse. They earned money by day at 
their regular employm'uits in order, 
to buy toole and g^ materials for; 
iheir nociumai labors. 

Tlie first machine was completed: 
tn September. 1868. but mhlle it would 
print. It had points that could be Im¬ 
proved on and simplified and It was 
not long on exhibition before it was 
called In and portions used on a sec¬ 
ond attempt. Zt waa with the second 
ss with the first, and with the third as 
with the second, and’to on until nine 
or 16 suoceeslve machines bad been 
built, roost of them tom down before 
being shown. 

Patented to SS71. 

Finally, on October 28. 1871. their 
labors resulted In an application for a 
patent. B^*en then the value of a ma¬ 
chine that would write was looked on 
scepttcaliy. The inventor was called 
s dreamer and nc Milwaukeean eon- 
sldered that a great Invention had 
been accomplished- No merchant 
wanted s machine nor had any money 
to risk Its manufacture or promo¬ 
tion. 

Tet c'heis saw Its merits. The Bel- 
entlflc American said, soon after Mr. 
Bholee applied for a patent the fol¬ 
lowing* *'It Is well known that not¬ 
withstanding the practice of a life 
time, barely a tUhr of ordlnsiry manu¬ 
script is ontreraally legible, while an 
almost Incnlcucable amount of time Is 
wasted In telegraph, post, prlnung. 
and law offices In deciphering obscure 
handwriting. To authors who are but 
slow pe^en. the rapidity with which 
their Ideas can.be 'yot tn permsoent 
form by the Bnoles’ machine will 
prove of the greatest assistance. Oth¬ 
ers. whose penmanship Is of the 
Greeley order, an undlsUngulshaMe 
mass of hieroglyphics, will have the 
satisfaction of producing manuacrlpt 
that can be reaA while the work of 
both amanuensis and printer can be 
performed ai one and the eame time.** 

Just as tba ifllwaukecans were most 
discouraged at the outlook for getting 
the new machine on the market, along 
came a mas named James Densmore. 
Kc waa a roan with commercial apti¬ 
tude and foresight, and be offere4i In 
case he was made a partner to secure 
a market for the writing machine. His 
offer being accepted he left Tor New 
Tork. in time he succeoded lu sell¬ 
ing the rlghta In the machine tn vaii- 
oua ctatee to the Western Union Tele¬ 
graph uompAny (pr |10.0<>6. At leaM 
this Is as the matter was understood 
later on. It is olalmod tbat he oon- 
osaled hU actual traasacilons and by 
telling hard tuck stories wheedled the 
entire rights to the Invention over to 
himself for a small sum. Latar on.

Densmore interested tha Remington 
rifle people io the typewriter and It Is 
claimed that he eeoured roroMoa that 
tn time reached 9i.660.0liD.

The 
Bholes machine then went to the pub- 
Nc under the name of the Remington 
typewriter. 

Mr. Bholee was a radical by nature 
and encountered some of the opposi¬ 
tion and suspicion that used to ba 
aoeorded men of such eonvlotloxia. 

Sbotaa a SocialM. 

Prior to hla restdenos In Kllwaii- 
kse Bholes Uvea at Soothport, now 
Kenosha, and was there n lead^ 
member of a aodety organised to pro¬ 
mote the ideas of Charles Fourier, a 
type of early day SoclallsL Horace 
Greeley was also a convert to Fourier¬ 
ism, as was Albert Brisbane. The

**8boles realised tbat ethers were 
getting rich ont of bis Invention,** says 
Hanry Smttb* **yat continued workti^ 
aa aa Inventor, even after he became 
bedridden. He dM ^most willingly, 
as be had bewme dependent on his 
chUdrsn, wlm wets also not well off.** 

Belnndhncli Now HL 

Matthias 0oliwalb«>ob Urea at 499 
Ninth straat He ospicta to celebrate 
hia elghttetb birthday wtth the uMiar- 
Ing In of 1914. He aaaiii fa that for all 
bis labors on tha Sholes* Invention he 
received notes of 9950, which wore 
finally cashed for 9Y9> Ths octogen¬ 
arian, inhwalbuch, has supported 
blmsatf and his chillr«n/by making 
tower cloaks. While he never suc¬ 
ceeded in making mosey he has 
gained a reputation and fame in tbat 
line the world over. He was awarded 
the Great Gold Medal at Parte, 
France. Jtdy 19, 1916, and waa at the 
same time made an honorary mem¬ 
ber of tha Parialaa Inventors' acad¬ 
emy. 

"We did not oat and did not sleep; 
but we apeint crsrythlng we had on 
tba writlag maehlna,*' lamantsd tha 
vetaran lavantor, when visited by a 
lAsader reporter at his home. **Dsns- 
mora made the money and wo were 
left poor. Waa, anyway, T am glad 
that my eleoks wake up tha people 
not only of Mltwaokee, but of many 
other riUea.** 

He axhlhftod old publications show¬ 
ing what the "Ramlngtons” bad ac¬ 
complished for the world, but the 
namt- of Bholes was not to ba found in 
any of thrir oataloguaa or eireulars, 
hlr own. 

Mr. fiehwaibaoh several years ago 
rsoelvud a Qrposrrttar from the Rem¬ 
ington rsmitiaiiy as a Cfiulgtmas pres¬ 
ent.

Slmllajly a eufferer from locomotor 
ntaxla would not be Ukely to feel 
much .confidence tn the curative virtue 
of sugar and milk; but when It mas¬ 
querades under a fancy name, as it 
does In one Inetance at least—there 
being absolutely nothing else In tbs 
paeki4r^~he buys It and swallows It 
la abiding faith. And. again. If one 
aonghl a "preventive** of consump¬ 
tion. he would hardly fly to the sugai 
bowl; bnt dissolve 99 per sent of cane 
sugar, flavor It with a little balsam, 
call It, say. wydrotine. and it rsadlry 
commands 95 a bottle. 

These allied factors, of comoosl^hm 
and of price, figure almost equally tn 
the current report of the state board 
of health of New Hampshire, which 
body, diverting ItMtf fivim time to 
time during the last few yean to an- 
aiyidag advertised "medlclnea.” ha* 
now completed aad published the ex- 
amtaatloo of 97 nostrums of which 
tow Intelligent people ever heard-^ 
and which, for that reason, are the 
more dangerotu.

Tbe simple home treatment he or she 
recommeoAs-^under a trade marked 
name—Is a compound of boric acid, 
salt and powdered borax, costing 2 
cents and selling for SO oenti. *rhe 
preparation la itself might have no 
deleterious effect: but *he wsmlhg 
against glasses mean. In the 

long run. an Iniltatiou to blladnem. 

Wanted—"A "White Ust** 

Not one of these preparations haUe 
from Mosoachusetta and one of ooi 
largest wholesale drug houses has just 
declared Its independence of all of 
them. Nevertheless, there will be In¬ 
quiries for them, as faith cures may 
be pass e d from hand to hand. or. 
rather, from mouth to mouth, and It 
will be worth while In these evenu to 
Keep clearly In mind the amaJjaes of 
the New Hampshire state board of 
health.

A sufferer from diabetes craves sug¬ 
ar. which IS the very last thing he 
should hav. Mnn of the advertised 
kldaey cures is composed of suga». 
and sugar only 1 he man who Is re¬ 
duced to take it "feels fine” for a week 
or two. perhaps a month or two—and 
then he drops off. The American 
Medical association called attention To 
this vicious fraud s year ago. but tho 
fraud persists to Die extent that one 
may buy the "cure” at almost any 
drug store. *rbe consummation de¬ 
voutly to be wlahetl la that the asso¬ 
ciation shall make a "white list” o( 
helpful proprietary remedies.

The Soclalttt system la aot oalouiat- 
ed to obeck eoononrtc develcmmsnt; it 
wf*.l, on the contrary, gtva K a new 
Impnlaa Tfato development vin ooo- 
tlnue to ’draw from tbe elrele of hones 
hold duties and tam into dpeeSal In¬ 
dustries one occupation after another. 
*that this cannot fan to bare tn the 
future, as la tbe paaC its etteet oa the 
sphere of woman Is self-evident; wom¬ 
an wlU cease to be a worker In the 
Individual houeehold, aad wilt take 
her plade as a wtwker la the large tn- 
duotnea. But this change wttl not be 
to her then, aa It ta toA^, a mere 
tranriUon from household slaeery to 
wage slavery; It will not. as tt dpea to¬ 
day, hurl ber hom the protection of

This much is certain: whatsv ir al¬ 
teration the tradtti.nal form o tbe 
family may undergo, tt wtu not I s tbe 
act ot Soclallom or of tho Sm :aHa4 
syvtere ot production, but cf the eoo- 
nomlc development that has been go¬ 
ing <m for the lest century. Soclaltet 
soriety cannot retard this develop¬ 
ment: what It will do is to remove 
from the economic uevelopment all 
the painful and degrading features 
tbat are lu Inevitable secompaolments 
under the capitalist systen* cf pro¬ 
duction. While, on the ont hand, un¬ 
der the caplUlUt system of produc¬ 
tion the economic development Is 
steadily sl . ping, one after another, 
the famllr bonds and destroying fam¬ 
ily life, under the SocUllst system of 
production, on the other hand, what¬ 
ever existing family fom mey disap¬ 
pear, can be replaced only by a higher.
